It's 
not a fashion or a certain style of dress, a passing "phase' of knee, jerk rebellion against 
your parent, the latest cool trend or even a particular from a style or music. This word is 
based on idea that guides and motivates your life. The punk community that exists to 
f-upport and realize that idea through music, art, fanzine and other expressions of 
personal creativity. And what is this idea? Think for yourself, be yourself, don't just take 
what society gives to you, create your own rules. Live your own life" - Mark Anderson, 
hand out, 1985. This text is taken from Philosophy Of Punk. 

What I see in my eyes and also in my opinion, here, our punk look like nothing 
but more into fashion. A few years ago to now I'm still don't understand what the 
moaning of punk to those that wearing a studded jacket with union jack instead of Black 
Flag, our own country flag, exploited, sex pistol, 20 eye let Dr. Mart., coloring Mohawks, 
swastika and all that thing that look cool to people that watch them.

But they meet their friends to talk about empty and stupid thing 
and watching XXX film, sniffing glue and all bad things, that shouldn't exists ii punk 
community. (C immunity?). Are punk about hanging around, smoking pot, drunk, 
violence, chaos, hatred, jobless, racism, fascism, dressing and all that mind less thing! 
And other thing sometime we look there is more kids into punk now a couple a week or 
month their chan, res into skate borders, bladders even motorcyclist! So sad and we and 
we really can see ti ley in for trend and fashion or just following their friends! 

Nowadays, there is one popular words, that always I heard. It's revolutions. 
Everybody talk abot t revolutions. What the meaning of revolutions? Music, fashion or 
what? I think we n ed a social revolution before we go through in other kind of 
revolutions. What we in see in our scene is revolutions is just fucking joke. I don't need 
to say how lame that's, but I do need to clarify that when I talk about revolutions. I men 
a change. No need to bi ■ a stupid chaos. It can be change in the way people act towards 
each other one treat on<; and another.

The Moment Remains - In 1995 Fox channel 2 did anveeklong 
documentary on punk rock. It presented punk as a violent movement 
as being filled with kids who were only concerned with getting drunk 
and dressing the port. People might blame for bad image, but sadly 
enough what they ported was true. Punk has become so exploited by 
businessman tliat it has become a product rather than a movement. 
When movement become a product, it is no longer posses a threat to 
the system and do-it-yourself idea can be lost. We all must resist 
against this. Boycott all high priced shows and rip-off record shop. 
It's simple, if we don't buy, they don't cash in. resist all from 
violence. Challenge racism, a sexism and homophobia. If we want 
this to be a movement and don't just a trend then there is going to be 
struggle. Everyday more and more people are disgusted with how 
punk has become such a joke and they end up leaving the scene. If 
we all here this attitude than nothing will change. The harder it gots, 
the harder we must fight this procure. Lets break down the division 
between you and I. Let all join hand and works together to make this 
movement positive. Stop the back talking and stop the negative 
attitude 

So, what is punk? Let see these following definitions of punk from a couple of 
famous fanzines: 

Punk is a youth trend. V will tell you what punk is - a bunch of kids with funny 
haircuts talking pseudo-political bullshit and spouting liberal philosophies they 
know little or nothing about (Russell Ward, MRR 1991) 

Punk is gut rebellion and change. HARDCORE': a bleached - blonde defiant sixteen 
- year old living alone in a down town hotel, sleazy but on our own. HARDCORE :the 
S.S.I recipient being paid off by the government to stay out of trouble and ranting a 
rehearsal studio with his monthly check HARDCORE : the corporate flunky who 
quits his job to manage a band of acne aolescets (Hardcore California 1 984) 
Punk is a formidable voice of opposition. " We have created out own music, out own 
lifestyle, our own community and out own culture.. We are building a movement 
based on love, talking actions in hope that some day peace way finally be achieved. 
We way stumble "in out effort, but we still struggle to carry on. Freedom is something 
we can create everyday; its up to all of us to make it happen"' ( P ro fan e Existence 
1990)

What motivate you to start your own zine? 

I think, I try to manifest my observations about what's going on about this whole tiling and 
communicate it back to the community down below. I try must best to produce a punk zinc 
according to it's real ethics & roots and all those things wrapped down under Apache. But, 
I must state that Apache is not as real as all of you thought. It is at par below all those 
punky stuff in the west. A lot of tilings should not be there even in the first place such as 
that Neo-Islamic stuff, blah, blah, etc. I mean "punk is supposed to be anti-religion, 
ami-organizations etc. Perhaps, I read too much Ayalollah Khomeini (that great Iranian 
Revolution Leader) at that time.. 

In your zinc, does music play a vital part in your writing or the books, writings or the 
people in the scene and around you? 
For me, music's, art and literature are always the places to gain reality and I can't live 
without it in this rather dull world! Well, my zinc is shit, anyway. 

You seem to be aware of the Islamic value as well as the humanism side, shown in 
your Gibran's article. Which part do you consider sacred and which arc profane in 
term of the alternative scene for you as a Muslim and a humanist. 

Religion is just an illusion so you have to ask yourself whether it has been corrupted today 
esp. In this capitalistic age. I'm not a priest to consider which one is sacred and profane to 
be amalgamated "I term of alternative scene". I'm not a humanist too.. I'm just a 
proletariat. 

Which part of a book (novels) do you read first and why? 
From the beginning to the end., because that's the nature of reading. 

For me, the future is very clear, after the cloning of Dolly, there wouldn't be anything 
that are impossible to do like bringing back the dinosaurs and going back in time. 
What do you think this would do to our human race in the future and where' s the 
ethically correct people like us should stand? 

Our modern world today is shaped by MODE OF PRODUCTION. As lime envelopes itself 
until it has reached the end of this capitalistic 20 th century (that's 2000 years, to be precise), 
technology evolves itself beyond ordinary human imagination. Technology has accelerated 
economic production and creates further capital. But wc liavc to draw a line between • hical 
and unethical technology since it is abusive at the hands of the same type of political 
greedfiicks and fascistic nationalistic power maniacs out there in the world's arena (like 
ours..). Albert Einstein is a fine brilliant man ever lives on earth but his scientific disixivery 
has been testified (and that's a form of oppression and an insulation to drvmi!;. X < ience) 
as a reason to drop The Little Boy on Nagasaki and Hiroshima.

After experiences in other groups we decided to
